Between the still incomplete sanitary 


conditions of Havana, the exasperating 
and distinctly useless delay In the sew- 
ering and paving matter, the bacillus 
icteroides of Sanarelll. and plain every- 
day mosquito, it looks like a long life 
and a merry one for the yellow fever 
germ in the city of Havana. 


But el Seuor Mosquito is just now re- 


ceiving some very close and interesting 
attention, writes Albert G. Hobinsou, 
the New York Post's Havana corre- 
spondent. 
Perhaps It would be more 


accurate to say la Seuora Mosquito, 
as it is said to be madame 'who is the 
mischief maker. 
"Cnder the auspices 


of Drs. Finlay, Reed. Stark and others, 
"a series of profoundly interesting and 
important experiments are Sn operation 
on the outskirts of Havana. Men have 
been found who are willing to risk 
comfort and life in the furtherance of 
these 'investigations. 
One group is 


domiciled ia a room which is kept in 
the best of clean and wholesome con- 
ditions. These allow themselves to be 
bitten .by mosquitoes that are practical- 
ly known to be in the special condition 
requisite for inoculation. 
They are 


tnown to have drawn the blood of pa- 
tients ill with unquestionable cases of 
yellow fever. The other group is held 
under the most insanitary of condi- 
tions, in contact Tvith clothes and bed- 
ding •which have been ""used by known 
cases of fever. 


•The hitter group has persisted In re- 


taining a state of sound health. De- 
duced argument—yellow fever Is not 
contagions. Is not a result of insanita- 
ry conditions and is not communicated 
through the medium of clothes, bed- 
ding or other attendants upon yellow 
fever sickrooms. The other group—that 
of the mosquito inoculation—has de- 
Teloped In all of its members an illness 
asserted to be yellow fever. Deduced 
.argument—yellow ferer is only' com- 
municable; through the medium of fe- 
male mosquitoes of certain species and 
•mder certain conditions. 


It Is beyond doubt or question that 


these experiments are of great impor- 
tance and that the result is significant 
if not determinate. 
The gentlemen 


conducting the experiments are. with 
ample reason, most' highly gratified 
with' the results attained, though pos- 
sibly unduiy sanguine, regarding the 
definlteness of their conclusions. "With- 
out desiring to detract in any way from 
the remarkable work and its seeming- 
ly remarkable success, it is to be noted 
that there is a lack of completeness 
about tbe tests. It may now be regard- 
od as well determined that the mosqui- 
to can and does convey yellow fever. 
A doubt still remains as to its being the 
only medium of communication. 


Thu theory that it is the only medi- 


um finds contradiction in various facts 
which are known in the history of the 
disease. For instance, several nonim- 
mune nurses in the principal fever hos- 
pital here (Las Anlmas) have escaped 
the disease, though it is a fair pfe- 
sumption that they must have been 
mosquito bitten during their experi- 
ence. One of these nurses left the hos- 
pital to nurse a case in an infected 
house, took the disease there and died. 
In this connection it is to be noted thai 
the subjects who wore exposed to con- 
tagion from clothing, bedding, etc., 
were in a building which was not in- 
fected. 


It is the contention of many com- 


petent authorities who concede the 
mosquito as a medium that Infected 
premises are also a medium, though 
clothing aud generally insanitary con- 
ditions are not necessarily so. A more 
acceptable determination rnigbt be ob- 
tained by the exposure of nonlrnrnune 
subjects to similar insanitary condi- 
tions In some house known to be in- 
fected from which mosquitoes were ab- 
solutely excluded. 


A more dcllnite determination of the 


force of the luosquito theory might 
also be attained by the transportation 
of properly loaded mosquitoes to some 
vicinity where yellow fever from any 
other source was a manifest Impossi- 
bility, and there allowing them access 
to proper subjects. There are a num- 
ber of objections to Havana as a point 
for the uutjuestlonnble determination 
of the matter. While the findings of 
even these recent tests are still to be 
regarded as somewhat negative rather 
than absolutely positive it Is not to 
be questioned that results of immeasur- 
able value have been obtained. 
The 


work has the fullest support of the 
authorities and nicilicnl oilicials, and 
will be continued. The reliance placed 
upon thuso experiments by the locftl 
authorities is indicated by the issu- 
ance of the following order: 


"The chief surgeon of the department 


having reported thnt It. Is now well 
established thnt malaria, yellow fever, 
and niarial infection are transmitted by 
the bites of mosquitoes, the following 
precautions will, upon his recommen- 
dation, he taken for the protection of 
U* troops against the bites of these In- 


fejr tbe use of petroleum «o the water 
whew? they breed. 


"The mosquito does not fly f»r, mod 


seeks shelter wheii tU« wind blows; 
io it is usually the case that each com- 
munity breeds its own supply of mot- 
quitoes la water, barrels, flre buckets, 
postholes, old cane, cesspools, or un- 
trained puddles. An application of one 
ounce of kerosene to each 15 square 
feet of water, twice a month, will de- 
stroy not only-all the young, but tn« 
adult females who come to lay their 
eggs. The water in cisterns or tanks 
is not affected for drinking or -washing 
purposes by this application. If only It 
is drawn from below and not. dipped 
out. 


••For pools or puddles of a somewhat 


permanent character, draining or fill- 
ing up Is the best remedy. The medi- 
cal department will furnish oil for the 
purpose above mentioned."

blemen of the United Kingdom. The 
late Duke of. Argyll and the late Dnke 
of Westminster were both "BL G'sJ," 
and it is one of the Garters made avail- 
able by their deaths that has been con- 
ferred on Lord-Roberts. 


An earldom is the third highest of 


the British titles to nobility, dukes and 
marquises taking precedence of earls. 
The provision that Lord Roberts' new 
peerage is "with remainder" to his 
daughters is very rarely made. The 
technical definition of a "remainder" is 
a provision for the passage of a patent 
of nobility, to a special successor or 
line of succession In default of "male 
issue on the decease of a present 
holder. 


In this case the provision means that 


the title can descend through the fe- 
maie line, and it is evidently designed 
to mark Queen Victoria's sympathy 
with Lord Roberts over the loss of his 
only son. Lieutenant F. H. S. .Roberts, 
who was mortally wotmded while gal- 
lantly attempting to save the guns at 
the TugBia river and died on Dec. 17, 
1899. Before he died Lieutenant, Bob-' 
erts was recommended for the Victoria 
cross, and the queen, as a mark of 
appreciation of the young man's Talor 
and t:.e services rendered by Lord Rob^- 
erts to his country, took the occasion, 
when Lady Rpberts visited Windsor 
castle a few days before she sailed for 
the Cape, to hand her a small parcel, 
saying: 


"Here Is something I have tied" up 


with my own hands and that I beg 
you will not open till you get home." 


Lady Roberts found that the pas-eel 


contained the Victoria cross won by 
her dead ecu.

New Jersey and Pennsylvania, two 
each, and Arkansas, California, Colo- 
rado, Connecticut, Florida, Louisiana, 
Massachusetts, Mississippi, Missouri, 
North Carolina, North Dakota, Wash- 
ington, West Virginia and Wisconsin, 
one each. The bill provides that when- 
ever a new state is admitted the repre- 
sentative assigned to it shall be in addi- 
tion to the number provided in the 
bill. It also adds a provision never 
hitherto incorporated in a reapportion- 
ment bill, to the effect that congres- 
sional districts, in addition to being 
"contiguous," shall also be "compact." 
States which are allowed additional 
representatives by the bill shall, by Its 
terms, elect them at large until the 
legislature shall redistrict the state. 


Army Canteen.
